B’. Dr. Hincks was not reassuring. After we 


had talked a while I said 


“Then the border line between sanity and 


insanity is pretty thin?’ 

“Yes. And it’s difficult to see 

“How do you tell that a person is insane, Dr 
Hincks?” 

“By putting together the symptoms A 
doctor discovers that a man has appendicitis b) 
no one symptom but by putting together a num 
ber of symptoms until they give him the picture 
which he knows by experience is appendicitis 
It is the same with a man who is sick mentally 
We discover his sickness by the combination of 
the symptoms which he shows.’ 

“What are the symptoms? 

“There are a great many. Common examples 
are spells of depression and spells of excitement 
a feeling that somebody is picking on you, a 
tendency to day-dream, certail nervous manner 
isnis, a mechanical tone of speech. A 6ane person 
may have one or more of these symptoms—most 
of us in fact have some of them—but in certain 
combinations they are evidence of insanity." 

“Then it's possible for an insane person to 
pppear to be perfectly normal?” 

“Oh, ves I'm not referring to the cases in 
which the patient is drooling at the mouth or 
is so outwardly mad that one look is enough 
I’m speaking of the doubtful cases who are just 
over the border line. They may appear to be as 
Sane #5 you or me and yet be absolutely insane 
and you are only eure when you find the trigger 
or the key which makes them perform.’ 

“How do you go about it, Dr. Hincks?” 

“Just sit here and talk with them the way 
we're talking now and watch them closely to see 
the effect of certain remarks. When you see 
that a certain remark has hit you must follow it 
up. Sometimes one can observe a patient for 
days and not be sure he is insane and then sud 
denly you find the weak spot and he seems 
fall apart.’ 

As an example of diagnosis Dr. Hinch told 
me about a young man he has met who had come 
io him some time ago for advice The youns 
man had a good job and was clever and success 
ful but he was discouraged and he wanted Dr 
lincks to héip him.
